He complied, 
and stated that owing to the unusual 
prosperity of the country, in which Macon 
county shared, the business of the circuit 
clerk's office has very largely increased, 
particularly during the past year; that 
the number of deeds and mortgages now 
filed tor record is sufficient to keep the 
entire clerical force of the office employed 
constantly, without reference to other 
documents being brought in daily to be 
placed on record. On Thursday last 34 
deeds, said Mr. Brown, had been filed tor 
record, and to record these alone would 
consume three days' time and pay atten- 
tion to the other .business of the office.— 
During tho past a person who had filed 
a deed for record, could not get it after 
handing it to the clerk until 8 or 10 weeks 
had elapsed. Mr. Brown produced a de- 
cree taken from a package of similar doc- 
uments over a foot deep; said pile of 
papers affected the title to over 8250,000 
worth of property in the county, which 
had beeu unrecorded for the past two 
years for want of sufficient clerical forca 
It was stated that the county was entitled 
to the earnings of the clerk under the law 
of the state, and it was properly shown 
that there is no economy in denying the 
clerk that assistance he should have in 
order to expedite his work and keep pace 
with the business of the office. Mr. Brown 
also stated that the courts of the state 
had decided that it was lawful for clerks 
of circuit courts to employ necessary 
help, but yet Mr. MoClcllan did not wish 
to incur this expense without the concur- 
rence of the county board. 


After a short discussion by several 


members, Supervisor McBeynolda offered 
a resolution that Mr. MoClellan employ 
another clerk for six months at $50 per 
month, and the resolution was adopted by 
a unanimous vote.

The letter was written over 
month ago, and did not arrive hern unti 
the first of the present month, because i 
wae brought over by the delayed steame: 
City of Berlin: 


PISA, ITAIY, JAN. 31, 18S2. 


DEAR PAKBUTS: — We have just arrivec 


at Piea, the wonderful city of long-stand 
ing, which has been the seat of rnnm 
wars, and contains many old buildings ol 
great repute, which I will describe later 
We left Genoa this morning at 8 o'clock 
after a very deh'ghtfnl stay there of fou> 
days. It is a very peculiar old city, with 
narrow, crooked, winding streets; build- 
ings eight stories high — in fact, so high 
and the streets so narrow, the buildings 
look hke they met at tho top in some 
places. The streets fire so narrov.' in mnuy 
places they have no sidewalks, but all 
walk in themiddleof the street, which, of 
course, is stono paved. It has 13U,UOO in- 
habitants; is built on the 6ea-shore in a 
semi-circle. Famous as a seaport iroru 
a very early period. The city is sm round- 
ed by fortifications and at every tnrn one 
meets hosts of soldiers —very unlike our 
own quiet affaire in Americ;i. 


The place is noted for itsnumeroiui pal- 


aces, some of which 're visited. Many of 
them have been built centuries, and on 
the outside- instead of being ornamented 
witlj stone cornice, etc., aio frescoed 
around the windows and the statuary 
painted in the nichrts, some of them look- 
ing like whole picture galleries on the 
outside wn 11. Ou the interior were mag- 
nificent white marblo stiur-steps and 
floors, and in the vooir.n are found large 
collections of pictures by celebrated art- 
ists. The furniture wan mostly covered, 
though in one very handsome room the 
guide drew aside the covering acd showed 
me a superb Florentine mosaic tab'.e, a 
beautifully wrought screen, and homo very 
handsome old-fashioned (lowercd-pliish 
chairs. We were also admitted into one 
of the private apartments to see H certain 
picture, and it was handsomely furnished 
111 red and gilt. 


We vi-utod <m old church oteuted in 


1587, 
called tbe"Aimuuziat;','' most sump- 


tuously decorated with frescoes nul gilt, 
and theniafuve columns of white marblo 
were richly inlaid with rod marble brought 
there on horseback. The whole edifice 
was marble from.hoor to ceiling, and rioli- 
ly inlaid all through. We visited several 
other old churches with gorgeous orna- 
mentations and frebcoes l>\ eminent art- 
istt>. We took a carriage, and with guide 
and permission, drove to the celebrated 
Pulluvioini Gardens, one of the most beau 
tifnl iu Europe, and were shown througl 
tho gronnds, beautifully laid out in walks, 
along which are profusions of orange 
treex, oleanders, azaleas, camolius ot uil 
descriptions and all in full blossom. The 
ground rises to « high point, on the sum- 
mit of which stands a castle built in the 
old style. Iu the garden is u. grotto of 
natural stalactite, which was brought here 
as found and artistically arranged. A 
bout was iu waiting here for us and took

The Baptds 
tery is a dome shaped circular building 
containing in the centre a large baptiema 
font, richly ornamented, and tbe famous 
marble pulpit sculptured by Niccol; 
Pisano. We here saw n bttle baby tw<_ 
days' old baptised by the priest, whiol 
certainly was the most barbarous thing ! 
have yet seen. The poor little thing wa 
tied to a board, and to think it was so 
cold we were all bundled in shawls and i 
had nothing around it.

IK MEMORIAM. 


Died, in Callao, Peru, of chronic 


diarrhoea, after a protracted illness, 
the celebrated Papaguyo Chum. He 
is supposed to have been born near 
mouth of the Gaboon river in South 
Africa, some time in the year 1876, 
of poor but respectable parentage. 
His mother nursed him tenderly till 
ho was able to look out for his own 
wants. She must have been a very 
good and sensible person, as her dis- 
tinguished descendant was endowed 
with much higher qualities than ap- 
pertain to individuals of his class. 
He wa.s kind and afi'ectionate in a 
remarkable degree for one brought 
up in an uncivilized land. His early 
life was spent amid the beauties and 
wonders of that wild uncultivated 
country, which it may be readily 
supposed he appreciated, as he cer- 
tainly possessed extraordinary ca- 
pacities for enjoyment. 
He was ovi- 


dontly endowed with intellect above 
ordinary pajaros, as he had not only 
learned to speak several languages. 
but, tamtten, he was an adept in tho 
music both of birds and men: nnd he 
was such an adept m thib line art 
that ho r>as about a? familiar with 
the one as tho other. In the hey- 
day of his, happy youthfulnebs he 
was captured by individuals of the 
genus homo, known all over (lie 
world as selfish and omnivorous, put 
in a sack nnd carried on board tho 
U S. steamer Essex, which had ar- 
rived in his country in the month of 
November, 1S77. 'AVhen he armed 
011 board he was pat up at a raffle at 
an English shilling a chance 
Ho 


thus became the property of a } onng 
officer by the name of Moore, a name 
almo«t as well known m Decatur as 
Smith 
Having thus been =old into 


slavery, he was fortunate in falling 
into the handn ot a master who at 
onco noticed his high qualities, and 
received him into his favor and con- 
fidence. 
From thi 
c< time onwaiJ hi= 


history became somewhat eventful. 
Hi& travels abroad «oon afterward.-, 
commenced, and he really became a 
much traveled biped. He sailed from 
his native shores lirst to St. Paul de 
Loaudo. theuco to St. Helena, uiaclo 
famous as having been the last homo. 
win i' < 
js'/o ticrru. of the preat Napo- 


leon 
From tin--, noted island bo 


sailed to liio d« Janeiio,. and soon 
after to Montevideo touching, di 
route, at Santos and St Catherine'.0. 
He remained in quarantine at Fbrcs 
Island twenty days, but afterwards 
spent three months in the city of 
Montevideo 
After this he returned 


to Kio de Jtmeiro, where ho nairowly 
escaped death by drowning Having 
fallen into tho water he exhibited his 
usual good sense in clinging to the 
i udder chains till rescued by the gal- 
lant conduct of Midshipman Allen, 
of Morris, 111. who was sent to his 
relief in a boat bj his master. 
In 


his checkered experience at sea he 
was twice rendered insensible by 
falls from aloft. wLeac--, L,- had gone 
in his adventurous wanderings about 
the ship, I-ut still he retained his 
spirit of adventure, and was again 
ready for another exploit when op- 
portunity afforded 


After spending some mouths at 


Itio de Janeiro he sailed in a gale of 
wind for Cape Town, via Tristan do 
Cuba, when a shipwrecked sailor was 
married to the grand-daughter of the 
patriarch of thut place. Chum, how- 
over, did not play thf- ngroeablp at 
this wedding, as he had taken cold 
during this tempestuous voyage, and 
was not sufficiently at ease to be out. 
He spent twelve da) -> here, and hi« 
muster piesonted him with 
,•. row 


cagp which he received with mani- 
festations 
of pleasure. 
Ho then 


again sailed for Montevideo via St 
Helena anil Hotspur shoals, which 
port ho reached in safety, after a long 
and adventurous cruise. Jan. '2, 
1879, he left Montevideo for Decatur. 
Ill 
En route ho touched at Rio, 


Cape de Verde Island, Bordeaux and 
Liverpool. In superb health he set 
out from Liverpool to the port of 
New York, and now for the first tiruc 
he set foot and flapped wing on the 
soil of his master's native country. 
His kind conductor and traveling 
companion, Mr Allen, who bad once 
saved his hie. took him to Morris, 111 , 
and sent him thence to Decakn by 
expross. whither his ^amc had prec-e 
dpd him. He made his entrance into 
the said oiiy, April, 1S79. after hav- 
ing five times crossed the Atlantic 
ocean, and traveled a-j much as two- 
thirds the distance around the world 
Here he spent more than two happj 
and prompt-roils years, loving every- 
body and beliM ed by all w ho made 
his acquamtaiiLO and he made rapid 
progress m language and in learning 
the ways of the new world 
It is 


pur beloved Chum. Soon after reach- 
ing Peru he seemed to lose, to some 
extent, Lie cheerfulness, and was less 
inclined to talk and make music than 
formerly. 
We sometimes thought he 


was homesick. Gradually he grew 
more restless, and more feeble, until 
we became alarmed about him. Fi- 
nally his disease became clearly de- 
veloped. 
It was derangement of the 


intestinal canal 
We could do noth- 


ing that seemed to bring relief. 
Medical skill was invoked, but to no 
good effect 
He retained his intelli- 


gence and affection to the last, and 
seemed clearly to understand that we 
loved and pitied him. He died as 
above stated, and has .gone, we have 
no doubt, where troubles never coine, 
or as these people down here say of 
the good, he has gone -'de aqui ul 
cielo." 
The following day we put 


him nicely away in a codar box, and 
had him interred in the garden of 
the Guadeloupe Hospital, tho good 
sister superior, one of our kind friends, 
selecting the precise spot where his 
remains should rest 
Do vou reckon 


any teai* were shed over the dear 
fellow? There is a vacant chair at 
tbo table and his evening vespers are 
no longer heard when the day's work 
is ended. 
Do we miss him ? You 


need not ask 
Wo don't want an- 


other parrot, for there is not another 
living like him, we think. His voice 
will no more be heard calling mother, 
and Nellie, and Dau. 
''Where is 


Charlie.'" "Chum wants his supper," 
nnd "Hello, Mister Fister!" will no 
mdre bo heard under thi1- lonesome 
roof.

The Science of Cooking- Beef. 
A scientific writer in Mark Lane 


Express says. "The flavor of the 
beef is due to tho juices, and if dur- 
ing cooking these be allowed to es- 
cape the beef loses much of its taste. 
Hence in broiling it should be exposed 
to n bright, quick firo, which, by 
causing the superficial fibres to at 
once contract and the albuminous 
]uice near the surface 
J,o coagulate, 


leads to the plugging up of the sur- 
face pores, end consequent retention 
of the juices 
Similarly, in boiling, 


beef should bo- plunged into almost 
boiling water. On the other hand, 
in making beef tea, cold water is 
poured on chopped beef and gradn- 
allv heated to draw the nutriment of 
the beef into the water.

Special SeaeiooB. 
Fr»n the Springfeia Pott. 


The special session of the General 


Assembly now called will make four- 
teen extra sessions which have been 
convened ' since the organization of 
the State. The first special session 
was called by Lient. Governor A. F. 
Hubbard, in the absence of Governor 
Coles, and convened the IVth Gene- 
ral Assembly at Vandalia,-January 2, • 
1826. 
The second special session, 


that of the IXth General Assembly, 
at Vandalia, convened Dec. 7, 1835, 
in response to the call of Gov. Joseph 
Duncan. 
He nlso called nu extra 


session of the Xth Assembly, who 
met at Vandalia, July 10, 1837. 


Governor Thomas Carlin convened 


the Xlth General Assembly in the 
first special legislative session held 
at Springfield, on Dec. <J, 1839. 
He 


also called O.D extra session of tho 
Xllth Assembly, which met in this 
city oil Nov. 23, 1840 


The XVIth General Assembly was 


convened in special session by Gov. 
A. C. French, Oct. 22, 1849; and the 
XVIIth General Assembly also met 
in extra session at the cnll of Gov. 
French, Juno 7, 1852. 


The military session of the XXIId 


General Assembly, called by Gov. 
Richard Yates, began April 28, 1881. 
Hon. S. II. Cullom was then Speaker 
of the House. 
Tho adjourned ses- 


sion of the XXIIId General Assem- 
bly met Juno 2, 1803, under Gov. 
eruor Yates' administration. 


Gov Oglesby called two special 


sessions of tho XXVth General As- 
sembly ; the first met on Juno 11. 
1867, and the second convened Juno 
14, of the same year. 


Gov. John M. Palmer nlso issued 


two calls for special sessions; the 
first convening the XXVIIth General 
Assembly May 25, 1871. 
Tho samo 


Legislature met in response to bis 
second proclamation on Oct. 13,1871. 


Governor Shelby M. Cnllom issnod 


tho proclamation March 7. convening 
theXXXIId General AfisomblvMnrch 
23, 1882. 


The length of these thirteen hes- 


sions vnried from three to forty-live 
days, the average being n fraction 
over eighteen days. 


Growth of Colorado 


The growth of Denver and the 


state of Colorado during the past 
year is unprecedented in its history. 
In Denver more than $4,000,000 
were expended in tho construction of 
new buildings last year, and the total 
assessed valuation of the city is $25,- 
650,000, an increase in tho past year 
of $9,400,000. Tho auditor's records 
show tho assessed valuation of the 
entire state to be $96,059,000, an in- 
crease of $23,000,000 over that of 
1880. 
The lowest figures on the 


bullion output of the state for the 
past year place it at $20,200,000. Of 
this Lake county is credited with 
§11,500,000. The total indebtedness 
of the state is $330,000. More than 
$9,000,000 have been expended iu 
the state on railway construction 
during the past year! Tho Denver 
and New Orleans railroad expects to 
be in communication a year hence 
with New Orleans by the Texas road, 
and by the same time tho Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy will have its 
line completed to Denver. 
The Rio 


Grande road linb laid n third rail to 
Pueblo, and tbo Atchison, Topeka 
and Santn Fe are now running trains 
through to Denver.
